“It  was  one  of  those  March  days  when  the  sun  shines  hot  and  the 
wind  blows  cold:  when  it  is  summer  in  the  light, 
and  winter  in  the  shade.  ”

When  I  read  the  above  quote  from  Charles  Dickens,  I  was  struck  by 
the  dichotomy  that  exists  in  life,  in  nature,  in  ourselves  and  even  in 
our  hobby. 

Things  exist  at  the  same  time  from  two  very  different  aspects  of  life 
and  nature  and  even  from  different  ends  of  the  spectrum.  Some¬ 
times  it  is  easy  to  be  distracted  by  one  to  the  point  you  miss  the  other. 
That  is  what  I  appreciated  about  Dickens’  perspective. 

Since  the  last  Journal,  I  have  struggled  with  the  dichotomy  that  exists 
in  the  hobby  in  general  and  the  NNA  in  particular.  The  decision  was 
made  that,  after  60  years,  the  NNA  is  not  going  to  be  holding  a  state 
show  this  year.  To  be  honest,  last  year's  show  was  a  disaster  on  many 
levels.  And  since  it  happened  under  my  leadership,  I  am  the  one  that 
has  to  take  the  responsibility  for  it.  The  decision  to  reevaluate  where 
a  State  show  fits  into  the  mix  in  Nebraska  also  falls  under  that  respon¬ 
sibility. 

You  see,  I  don’t  see  the  mission  of  the  NNA  as  one  of  holding  a  show 
so  dealers  have  an  opportunity  to  sell  their  inventory.  Sorry  guys,  but 
it’s  not  all  about  you.  Our  mission  as  a  non-profit,  is  education  based 
and  if  a  show  hurts  that  mission,  we  as  a  board,  have  the  responsibility 
to  reevaluate  what  we  are  doing.  Now,  for  the  dichotomy  of  what  I 
just  said.  A  show  is  the  traditional  means  by  which  we  fund  our  or¬ 
ganization  and  that  dealers  that  buy  tables  at  the  show  are  our  custom-

ers.  So,  yes,  it  all  ties  in  together,  but,  the  dichotomy  exists  nonethe¬ 
less  and  all  aspects  must  acknowledge,  appreciate  and  respect  the  oth¬ 
er.  In  the  9  years  that  I  have  been  president  of  the  NNA,  we  rarely 
have  any  members  actually  attend  the  annual  meeting.  When  dealers 
said  they  couldn't  attend  because  the  annual  meeting  was  held  during 
the  show,  we  moved  the  meeting  to  immediately  after  the  bourse 
closed.  Did  it  help?  No.  Boy  Scout  merit  badge  clinic  to  attract  kids. 
Did  it  help?  3  boys  registered  for  the  event  last  year.  YN  auction  to 
attract  more  kids?  Did  it  help?  6  kids  at  last  years  auction.  We  flew 
in  an  internationally  known  and  recognized  Lincoln  portrayer  to  edu¬ 
cate  and  entertain  attendees  at  the  convention  last  year.  Did  it  help. 

6  NNA  members  came  to  the  show.  Six!  We  made  special  60th 
Anniversary  commemorative  slabs  and  offered  to  give  one  to  every 
NNA  member  at  the  show.  That’s  how  we  know  there  were  only  6. 

Yes,  of  course  we  would  love  to  hold  a  show  this  year,  but  as  one 
NNA  officer  put  it  after  last  years  show,  “if  we  don’t  hold  a  show,  at 
least  we  don’t  lose  any  money.”  So  it  is  a  dichotomy  and  I  hope  the 
membership  understands  that  we  are  trying  to  find  answers  and  figure 
it  out.  And  I  hope  the  membership  considers  being  more  active  in  the 
NNA.  We  appreciate  the  comments,  suggestions  and  ideas  that 
we’ve  gotten  from  the  membership  regarding  possible  solutions. 

Bill  Gibbs,  managing  editor  of  CoinWorld,  heard  of  the  decision  and 
asked  if  I  would  write  a  guess  commentary  for  CoinWorld.  1  did,  and 
it  ran  on  March  13th.  It  is  reprinted  with  permission  on  pages  18  & 
19.  Mr.  Gibbs  also  gave  an  editorial  opinion  on  my  commentary  in 
the  same  issue  of  CoinWorld.  That  can  be  found  on  20.  That  is  the 
cold  wind  of  which  Dickens  speaks.

In  the  week  from  March  12-March  19,  buyers  took  3,094  proof  Boys 
Town  silver  dollars,  bringing  the  running  total  to  12,138  coins.  The  un¬ 
circulated  dollar  sales  were  1,162.  The  running  tally  is  6,121.  Sales  of  the 
three-coin  proof  set  rose  by  506  to  3,329. 

Gold  $5  sales  during  the  week  were  138  proofs  and  148  uncirculated 
pieces,  bringing  total  sales  to  945  and  1,202,  respectively. 

Sales  of  the  clad  half  dollar  coins  were  remarkably  similar.  For  proofs, 
an  additional  1,175  were  sold  to  bring  the  tally  to  10,839.  For  uncirculat¬ 
ed  halves,  the  sales  number  was  1,107  to  bring  the  overall  sales  number 

to  11,137. 

Maximum  silver  dollar  mintage  is  350,000  coins.  The  maximum  num¬ 
ber  for  gold  is  50,000.  For  clad  halves  it  is  300,000.  The  set  ceiling  is 
15,000.

Glen  Jorde  to  conduct  basic 
paper  money  grading  seminar 


Collectors  of  paper  money  will  have  an  opportunity  to  hone  their 
grading  skills  at  a  two  day  Basic  Paper  Money  Grading  seminar 
conducted  by  Glen  Jorde,  a  past 
governor  of  the  Central  States 
Numismatic  Society  and  past 
president  of  the  Professional  Cur¬ 
rency  Dealers  Association. 

The  seminar  will  touch  on  a 
wide  range  of  detailed  issues 
related  to  evaluating  collectable 
paper  money,  including  grading 
standards,  note  processing  and 
detection  and  methods  of  examin¬ 
ing  notes. 

CSNS  Education  Director  Ray  Lockwood  said,  “Glen  Jorde  is  widely 
respected  in  the  rare  currency  trade,  both  for  his  sense  of  ethics  and  fair 
play  and  his  skill  as  a  dealer  and  note  grader. 

“For  anyone  who  contemplates  spending  even  a  remotely  serious 
amount  in  building  their  paper  money  holdings,  whether  for  invest¬ 
ment  or  purely  hobby  purposes,  the  skills  that  Glen  will  impart  will  pay 
dividends  many  times  over. 

“I’ve  known  Glen  Jorde  for 
many  years.  There  is  no  other 
w'ay  to  say  it  than  to  just  say 
it  in  the  most  basic  terms.  He 
really  knows  what  he  is  doing 
and  is  a  master  of  his  trade.”

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CoinWorld  Guest  Commentary

Recently,  1  had  to  make  a  very  difficult  announcement  on  behalf  of  the  Nebraska  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  of  which  I  am  President.  After  60  years  of  consecutive  and  an¬ 
nual  coin  shows  and  conventions,  the  NNA  board  decided  not  to  hold  a  show  or  con¬ 
vention  this  year.  The  decision  came  on  the  heels  of  a  disastrous  60th  Anniversary 
convention  in  South  Sioux  City,  Nebraska  last  June.  Only  10  NNA  members  attended 
the  convention  and  6  of  those  were  either  officers  or  exhibitors.  A  total  pub¬ 
lic  attendance  was  optimistically  estimated  at  80  people.  80!  That's  it,  and  I'm  not 
sure  that  was  fair  to  the  dealers  that  bought  and  manned  tables  on  the  bourse.  Now, 
for  those  not  familiar  with  Nebraska,  we  have  a  proud  and  distinguished  numismatic 
history.  Three  ANA  Presidents  called  Nebraska  home.  The  names  and  numismatic 
legacy's  of  Bebee,  Owen  and  Judd  all  hail  from  Nebraska.  One  of  the  country's  best 
numismatic  collections  resides  in  Omaha;  the  Byron  Reed  Collection. 

But  legacies  and  history  are  just  that;  history.  They  taunt  you  with  the  tales  of  yore 
and  the  times  that  have  been,  while  hobbyists  and  hobby  organizations  today  are  faced 
with  quite  different  realities  without  the  same  men  and  women  that  made  a  name  for 
themselves  in  years  past.  I  fear  that  I  may  have  fallen  victim  to  the  siren  song  of  those 
heralded  days  gone  by,  thinking  that  state  conventions  with  ladies  luncheons,  award 
breakfasts  and  convention  banquets  could  happen  again.  Maybe  they  can,  but  I  have 
not  found  the  magic  elixir  that  would  transport  the  hobby  in  the  state  of  Nebraska  back 
to  the  glory  days. 

So,  we  are  faced  today  with  the  realities  of  today's  hobby,  today's  collector  and  today’s 
dealer.  We,  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  board  announced  that  it  was  not 
planning  on  holding  a  show  in  2017  because,  quite  frankly  as  one  board  member  put  it, 
"if  we  don't  hold  a  show,  we  don't  lose  any  money."  Which  is  true.  But  at  what  point 
do  you  sacrifice  your  mission  of  numismatic  education,  on  the  presumption  of  being 
fiscally  responsible?  1  do  wonder  however,  how  many  numismatic  organizations  have 
already  done  just  that  by  thinking  that  holding  a  coin  show  each  year  to  keep  their  or¬ 
ganization  afloat  is  their  mission? 


Soon  after  the  announcement,  I  received  an  email  from  a  Nebraska  dealer  at  odds  with 
the  decision  not  to  hold  a  show  and  the  reasons  for  it.  "To  say  that  interest  isn't  there 
just  is  not  true."  the  dealer  wrote.  He  identified  a  bad  location  as  the  culprit  for  last 
year's  failure.  Which  probably  was  a  contributing  factor,  but  as  we  all  have  seen  either 
first  hand  or  read  in  trade  papers,  attendance  is  down  at  shows  and  conventions  of  all 
shapes  and  sizes.  He  then  went  on  to  suggest  a  possible  site  for  the  show  which  was  a 
city  (  a  town  to  many  of  you  but  size  is  relative)  in  western  Nebraska.  He  wrote,  "1 
know  that  they  would  love  to  host  a  show  some  day,  the  coin  club  there  has  over  50 
active  members."  As  1  said,  size  is  relative.  But  is  a  club  with  50  active  members  a 
viable  draw  for  dealers  to  purchase  tables  at  a  state  show  in  a  sparsely  populated  part  ol 
a  state  with  a  small  population  base  to  start  with?  I  suppose  one  never  knows  unless 
they  try,  but  then  again,  is  your  organization's  mission  to  hold  shows  to  give  dealers  the 
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opportunity  to  sell  their  inventory  or  is  your  mission  to  share  numismatic  education  and 
you  hold  shows  to  fund  those  educational  opportunities?  The  quandary  becomes; 

What  is  the  cause  and  which  is  the  effect?  It  may  be  a  catch  22  but  local  and  state  clubs 
are  faced  with  those  decisions  on  a  regular  basis.  For  many  clubs,  survival  has  become 
the  modus  operandi.  Club's  hold  coin  shows  in  order  to  fund  their  monthly  meetings, 
pay  rent  for  the  meeting  room,  buy  door  prizes  and  treats,  which  allows  them  to  hold  a 
monthly  auction  for  members  to  unload  no  longer  wanted  items  on  each  other.  That,  is 
what  being  a  member  of  a  club  means  to  many.  So,  in  a  sense,  their  mission  of  numis¬ 
matic  education  has  already  been  sacrificed. 

With  an  aging  collector  base  in  many  clubs  and  organizations,  finding  volunteers  to 
run,  organize  or  even  simply  attend  an  event  is  difficult.  And  again  the  siren  song  of 
past  numismatic  involvement  and  achievements  can  be  heard  in  the  refrain,  "I've  done 
my  part  back  in  the  60's,  '70's  or  80's"  ,  as  long  time  members  explain  their  inability  or 
unwillingness  to  chip  in  one  more  time  like  they  have  so  many  times  in  the  past. 

Dealers  too  are  faced  with  a  dilemma.  They  want  to  see  local  and  state  clubs  succeed 
because  a  successful  club  show  or  a  successful  state  convention  means  exposure  to  new 
buyers  and  potential  sales.  But  the  commitment  to  their  business  takes  precedence  as  it 
should.  Helping  to  run  a  coin  show  or  volunteering  as  a  bourse  chairman  requires  a 
substantial  commitment  of  time  and  energy  that  many  dealers  just  can't  afford.  Helping 
to  put  on  a  show  has  altruistic  rewards,  but  it  doesn't  pay  the  bills  or  put  food  on  the 
table.  But  that  doesn't  negate  the  fact  that  their  perspective  and  business  connections 
are  desperately  needed  by  clubs  to  run  shows. 


Those  problems  have  always  existed.  What  is  new,  is  a  culture  and  generation  of  col¬ 
lectors  that  don't  seem  to  either  need  or  see  the  need  to  join  a  club  or  attend  a  local 
show  or  state  convention.  Social  media  has  in  many  ways  replaced  social  clubs  for 
Gen  X'ers  and  millennials.  For  all  the  promises  of  our  gadgets  giving  us  more  time, 
the  faster  time  seems  to  be  slipping  through  our  fingers. 

So,  we,  as  a  board  decided  to  take  a  hiatus  from  holding  a  convention  for  a  year  to  eval¬ 
uate  the  past,  present  and  future  and  see  where  a  state  show  in  Nebraska  fits  in.  Who 
knows,  maybe  someone  with  young  blood  and  fresh  ideas  will  read  this  and  decide  to 
step  up  and  into  hobby  organization  leadership.  And  it  is  not  like  there  will  be  a  short¬ 
age  of  shows  as  many  communities  in  Nebraska  hold  annual  shows  throughout  the  state 
and  throughout  the  year.  Omaha,  Nebraska's  largest  community,  has  a  privately 
run  two  day  annual  show  and  a  privately  run  monthly  show.  So,  the  opportunities  for 
dealers  and  hobbyists  to  buy,  sell  and  trade  will  go  on  uninterrupted  in  Nebraska.  The 
Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  just  wants  to  take  some  time  to  find  out  where  and 
if  it  still  fits  into  that  mix.

Are  coin  conventions  a  dying  concept?  Guest  Columnist  Mitch  Ernst, 
writing  in  this  week's  Guest  Commentary  [pages  18  &19],  shares  a 
discouraging  story  about  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  not  hold  a  state  convention  in  2017,  breaking  a  60-year  tradi¬ 
tion.  A  bad  experience  at  the  2016  convention  —  poor  public  attend¬ 
ance  and  limited  participation  even  by  the  NNA  membership  —  led  the 
organization’s  board  to  their  decision  to  not  hold  a  convention  this 
year. 

Nebraska,  of  course,  is  a  small  state  in  terms  of  population,  ranked 
37th  out  of  51  (including  the  District  of  Columbia).  Current  Nebraskans 
number  1.87  million,  [which  is]  fewer  people  than  the  populations  of  the 
four  largest  US  cities.  While,  like  most  of  the  nation,  the  state’s  popu¬ 
lation  is  shifting  from  the  rural  to  the  urban,  Nebraska’s  cities  are  small 
—  all  but  the  two  biggest  (Omaha  and  Lincoln)  with  totals  of  about 
50,000  or  less.  Given  the  physical  size  of  the  state  (16th  out  of  50), 
holding  a  successful  coin  convention  is  a  challenging  operation. 

The  NNA  is  not  alone.  The  biggest  coin  shows  of  each  year,  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  Florida  United  Numis¬ 
matists,  still  draw  thousands  of  visitors,  but  the  total  numbers  today  are 
typically  smaller  than  at  the  mega-conventions  of  the  past.  In  1991, 
the  ANA  summer  convention  in  Rosemont,  IL.,  drew  21 ,330  visitors, 
second  only  to  the  21,900  attending  the  1976  convention  in  New  York 
City.  In  contrast,  the  ANA’s  201 5  summer  convention  in  Rosemont 
drew  8,635  visitors,  a  sizable  drop  from  the  1991  total.  Granted,  the 
1991  show  was  held  in  the  ANA’s  centennial  year  and  the  1976  show 
coincided  with  the  American  Bi-centennial,  but  the  difference  between 
the  two  Rosemont  conventions  is  striking. 

As  Ernst  implies,  changing  technology  has  played  a  significant  role  in 
how  we  buy  a  coin  online  with  a  reasonable  expectation  that  you’re 
going  to  get  what  you  expect,  and  you  can  discuss  coins  with  other  like 
-minded  individuals  from  your,  costly  and  burdensome  show  attend¬ 
ance  becomes  unnecessary  for  many. 

Clearly  fewer  coin  shows  and  conventions  are  necessary  in  the  Digital 
Age,  and  even  clubs  like  the  ANA  and  FUN  have  had  to  change  their 
expectations  and  measures  of  success.  ©

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2017  cents  from  Philadelphia  Mint 
to  bear  mint  mark 

Little  letter  appears,  unannounced,  for  the  first  time  in  U.S.  Mint’s  225- 
year  history  of  minting  cents

Lincoln  cents  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in 
2017  for  general  circulation  and  inclusion  in  2017 
Uncirculated  Mint  sets  will  for  the  first  time  bear  a 
P  Mint  mark. 

Adding  the  P  Mint  mark  is  among  the  U.S.  Mint's 
initiatives  in  recognition  and  celebration  of  its 
225th  anniversary,  Tom  Jurkowsky,  director  of 
the  U.S.  Mint's  Office  of  Corporate  Communica¬ 
tion,  confirmed  to  Coin  World  Jan.  13. 

The  2017-P  cent,  with  the  Mint  mark  found  on 
the  obverse  below  the  date,  is  a  one-year  type, 
manufactured  in  both  circulation  quality  and  Un¬ 
circulated  finish  versions.  Collectors  can  obtain 
the  circulation  strikes  from  their  local  banks  at  face  value. 

Jurkowsky  said  cents  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  will  revert  in  2018  to  bearing  no 
Mint  mark. 

Collector  Terry  Granstaff  received  a  2017-P  Lincoln  cent  in  change  Jan.  13  at  a  gas 
station  in  Black  Mountain,  N.C.,  and  posted  images  online  over  the  Professional  Coin 
Grading  Service  U.S.  Coin  Forum  message  board.  A  number  of  message  board  partici¬ 
pants  questioned  the  coin's  authenticity  until  Coin  World  could  verify  with  U.S.  Mint 
officials  the  2017-P  cent  production. 

Cent  coins  struck  in  Philadelphia,  from  the  establishment  of  the  first  production  facility 
at  which  cents  were  struck  (which  were  dated  1793),  have  never  before  exhibited  a 
Mint  mark.  Mint  marks  were  added  to  identify  coins  struck  at  Mint  facilities  subsequent¬ 
ly  constructed  across  the  country  to  meet  the  population's  coinage  needs. 

A  P  Mint  mark  first  appeared  on  a  U.S.  coin  in  1942  with  the  Jefferson  Wartime  silver  5 
-cent  coins. 

Jurkowsky  said  U.S.  Mint  officials  purposely  did  not  publicly  disclose  adding  the  Mint 
mark,  to  see  how  long  it  would  take  before  the  Mint  would  be  contacted  about  its  ap¬ 
pearance.  2017-P  Lincoln  cents  for  general  circulation  were  shipped  to  Federal  Reserve 
Banks  early  in  January. 

Jurkowsky  said  the  U.S.  Mint  has  discretion  to  add  a  Mint  mark  or  modify  a  design, 
based  on  the  Treasury  secretary's  legal  authority  to  pick  designs  and  inscriptions  on 
coins. 

Jurkowsky  said  the  idea  to  add  the  Mint  mark  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  strikes  was  rec¬ 
ommended  by  facility  employees  to  help  recognize  the  achievements  and  pride  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint's  work  force. 

"This  gesture,  the  adding  of  one  little  letter,  goes  a  long  way,"  Jurkowsky  said. 

The  P  Mint  mark  is  added  to  the  master  die  so  that  all  working  hubs  and  working  dies 
will  bear  the  Mint  mark  in  the  same  position,  in  the  field  below  the  date.

Largest  Gold  Robbery  In  The  U.  S.

With  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  gold 
in  the  Dead- 
wood  area  of 
the  Black 
Hills  of  South 
Dakota  in 
1 876  Sidney, 

Nebraska,  on 
the  Union  Pa¬ 
cific  Railroad, 
was  poised  to 
become  the 

primary  point  Deadwood,  SD  circa  1876 
for  gold  seek¬ 
ers  acquiring  outfitting  supplies  as  well  as  providing  a  way  to 
ship  bullion  to  the  east  or  west  coasts.  In  answer  to  the  demand, 
a  bridge  was  built  over  the  Platte  River  to  accommodate  passen¬ 
ger,  freight  and  mail  wagons  on  the  Dead  wood/Sidney  Trail  and 
within  months  the  town’s  population  more  than  doubled  to  nearly 
1 ,000.  As  Sidney  grew,  various  services  met  the  demand  and  at 
one  point  it  was  claimed  there  were  an  amazing  23  saloons  in  one 
square  block  area. 

Along  with  the  gold  hunters  and  various  support  businesses,  Sid¬ 
ney  obviously  was  destined  to  attract  those  who  took  a  far  more 
direct  approach  to  the  riches.  Some,  though  few  in  number,  were 
known  as  gentlemen  thieves.  One  such  band  of  eight  highway¬ 
men  stopped  the  Deadwood  Stage  in  1877,  knowing  it  had  a  car¬ 
go  of  gold  aboard.  One  trigger-happy  passengers  fired  a  rifle  out 
the  window  and  though  it  hit  no  one,  one  of  the  robbers  respond-

ed  instantly  by  shooting  the  stage  driver.  The  driver  was  only 
wounded  and  the  desperadoes  not  only  apologized  to  him  but 
gave  him  $30  and  a  gold 
watch  they  had  just  liberated 
from  one  of  the  passen¬ 
gers.  They  also  gave  each  of 
the  coach's  occupants  $10  but 
reasonably  kept  the  gold. 

Perhaps  the  most  noted  story 
surrounding  gold  shipments  to 
Sidney  was  to  be  publicized  as 
the  “largest  gold  bullion  rob¬ 
bery  in  the  history  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.”  On  March  8,  1880 
a  well-protected  shipment  of 
480  pounds  of  gold  from  the  Homesteak  (Homestead)  and  Es¬ 
meralda  mines  and  currency  arrived  from  Lead  and  Deadwood 
by  stagecoach.  Ordinarily  the  shipment  of  gold  would  have  been 
shipped  out  by  train  immediately  but  even  though  it  appears  that 
that  would  have  been  possible,  they  were  told  it  was  too  late  to 
make  the  transfer.  Instead  the  gold  and  currency  was  locked  in  a 
safe  which  may  have  been  a  stone  cube  of  a  building  constructed 
for  just  such  storage.  The  following  morning  the  shipment  was 
placed  on  a  freight  “truck”  and  put  in  the  U.  P.  Freight  Office 
under  the  care  of  the  railroad’s  agent  Chet  Allen.  Unexplaina- 
bly,  at  about  noon,  Allen  left  for  lunch  but  did  not  put  the  gold 
back  in  the  vault  instead  merely  locking  the  freight  office's 
door.  45  minutes  later,  when  he  returned  from  lunch,  Allen 
found  the  door  barred  from  the  inside.  On  breaking  the  door 
down  the  480  pounds  of  gold  was  found  to  have  disap¬ 
peared.  Behind  the  counter,  well  out  of  sight  from  the  windows, 
was  a  square  hole  in  the  floor.  At  that  time  the  gold  was  said  to 
be  worth  from  $1 18,000  to  $200,000  depending  on  the  reporter. 

It  was  immediately  announced  that  the  robbery  was  an  advanced- 
planned  inside  job  as  the  hole  proved  to  have  been  partially  cut

through,  held  in  place  by  a  screw  jack  from  below.  Allen 
crawled  under  the  building  and  within  hours  discovered  most  of 
the  gold  hidden  under  the  depot’s  coal  supply.  Although  the 
larger  bricks  and  the  currency  were  thus  recovered,  two  smaller 
gold  ingots  worth  $10,000  to  $20,000  were  gone. 

The  railroad  sent  for  their  detective  James  L. 

“Whispering”  Smith  who  agreed,  it  had  to  have  been  an  inside 
job  and  soon  settled  his  suspicions  on  Allen  and  the  eponymous- 
ly  named  Cornelius  “Con”  McCarty  who  was  not  only  the  local 
sheriff  but  owner  of  the  already  notorious  Capitol  Saloon.  Allen 
was  subsequently  tried  and  found  innocent  in  October  of 
1880.  The  Union  Pacific  then  pushed  the  city  to  clean  up  its  im¬ 
age,  partially  through  vigilantes.  The  following  year  McCarty 
sold  the  saloon  and  was  later  arrested  along  with  an  outlaw  gang 
he  had  apparently  joined  reinforcing  the  local  opinion  of  his 
complicity  in  the  earlier  robbery. 

In  1908  the  Capitol  Saloon  burned  to  the  ground  and  amongst  the 
rubble  two  small  gold  bricks  turned  up.  Unfortunately  when  as¬ 
sayed,  they  proved  to  be  only  gold-painted  lead.  When  the  new 
Tobin  Building  was  erected  on  the  northwest  corner  of  10lh  and 
Illinois  Streets  to  replace  the  old  saloon  the  two  fake  bars  were 
placed  under  the  drug  store’s  sign  and  for  years  served  as  a  re¬ 
minder  of  the  unsolved  gold  robbery.  As  late  as  1936  reports  of 
the  location  of  the  missing  old  were  still  arriving  but  none  proved 
out. 

In  looking  back,  there  were  literally  a  dozen  differing,  often  con¬ 
flicting,  stories  of  the  robbery  leaving  many  unanswered  ques¬ 
tions.  The  current  value  of  the  original  5,760  ounces  of  gold 
would  today  be  worth  about  $8,000,000  but  two  questions  per¬ 
sist.  Who  was  responsible  for  the  vast,  albeit  short-lived,  rob¬ 
bery  and  what  became  of  those  two  missing  gold  bars. 

That  wa.  just  one  of  many  fascinating  stories  that  could  be  told  about  coins,  currency  and  collectors  In  connection  with  the 
State  of  Nebraska.

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From  Collector  to  Preserver

I  received  my  first  coin  -  a  silver  dollar  -  for  my  birthday  when  1  was  six 
years-old,  or  so  I'm  told.  As  a  result.  I’ve  been  a  coin  collector  ever  since. 

I  added  to  my  collection  with  the  spare  change  from  my  parents’  pockets. 

With  each  year,  my  collection  grew  in  leaps  and  bounds.  My  goal  was  to  have 
one  each  of  the  various  types  of  U.S.  coins.  A  goal  I  attained  last  year. 

In  recent  years,  my  collecting  habits  evolved  in  another  way.  1  became  a  pre¬ 
server  of  coins,  as  well  as  a  collector.  You  see,  I  love  U.S.  silver  coins  and 
hated  the  thought  of  any  being  relegated  to  the  scrap  bin  to  then  be  melted 
down. 

So,  I  began  to  visit  pawn  shops  both  locally  and  when  I  travel.  The  prices  are 
great  and  so  are  the  finds.  I  visit  one  local  pawn  shop  so  regularly,  that  when 
the  owner  sees  me  enter,  he  has  the  box  of  “scrap”  silver  coins  ready  for  me 
by  the  time  I  walk  to  the  counter. 

Last  year  I  added  Lincoln  Coin  and  Bullion  to  my  preservation  quest.  You  see 
even  coin  shops  have  scrap,  AKA  junk,  silver  coins  which  sell  for  near  that 
day’s  spot  value. 

On  a  recent  trip,  I  saved  a  number  of  Mercury  dimes.  A  couple  of  them  were 
even  in  the  F-VF  range.  Not  a  bad  day’s  rescue,  was  it? 

I’ve  even  started  buying  accumulations  of  U.S.  silver  coins  from  folks  who 
have  squirreled  them  away  for  a  rainy  day.  Retirement  is  usually  when  that 
day  arrives. 

Here  are  the  formulas  I  use  for  discovering  the  scrap  or  bullion  value  of  coins 
based  on  that  day’s  spot  value.

o  Dimes  -  7.80% 

o  Quarters  -  19.50% 
o  Halves -39. 10% 

*  1 965-69  Kennedy  Halves  40%  Silver  =  15.50% 

*  1942-45  Nickels  35%  Silver  =  5.65% 

For  pre- 1 965  silver  dollars,  just  multiply  the  spot  value  by  90%.  And.  for  Sil¬ 
ver  Proof  Coins  and  Silver  Eagle  Dollars,  find  the  percent  of  silver  it  contains 
and  multiply  the  day’s  spot  value  by  that  percentage.

By  saving  “junk”  U.S.  silver  coins,  they  become  available  to  new  collectors 
and  those  who  want  to  add  a  new  type  or  expand  their  collection. 

With  the  spot  value  of  silver  currently  staying  around  $17-18  per  troy  ounce, 
I’m  able  to  make  more  rescues  similar  to  the  above.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  1 
have  another  “rescue”  trip  planned  for  next  week.  I  truly  enjoy  the  hunt  and 
being  able  to  save  these  great  old  silver  coins  from  the  “to  be  melted  down” 
bin.  I  guess  this  certainly  qualifies  me  as  both  a  coin  collector  and  preserver.
